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VISIT TO SCHOOL FOR THE 
BLIND 


Recently four staff members 
from the Madoc Township 
Public School, Kim Foley, 
Judy Giles, 
and Art Gough. oe to 
the W. Ross Macdonald School 
for the blind at Brantford, 
Ontario. The staff members 
left immediately after school 
on Tuesday for their destina- 
tion. On the way the discussion 
centered on the needs of a 
student in our school. The next 
day, Wednesday, was spent 
visiting classrooms, talking 
with students, observing teach- 
ing techniques, examining 
teaching aids and discussing 
with school officials the curri- 
culums and teaching metho- 


dology in the instruction of the 


blind and the limited vision 
students. Witnessed were clas- 
ses where the students used 
braille texts, an abacus and a 
brailler. A brailler. is a 
machine upon which the 
student strikes certain keys: 
these keys produce copy on 
sheets of manilla paper which 
appear in the form of raised 
dots: these dots are the funda- 
mental unit of the braille 
alphabet or code. The children 
observed, ten year olds, were 
quis proficient at the use of 
the machines. A brailler costs 
approximately $1600.00. They 
are certainly critical for a 
blind youngster: the brailler 
: provides a link with the sighted 
world. 

Children reading braille 
were fluent. Their fingers flew 
over the dotted notations: we 
witnessed a number of young- 
sters who read orally to us 

from the dotted script which 
the fingers explored.

Toronto ophthalmologist and 
Chairman of the CSA Commit- 
tee, which develo the stan- 
dard, says about 25 per cent of 
all eye injuries in amateur 
sports occur in racquetball and 
squash.

Each 
bond ,is for a certain face 
amount, usually $1,000.00, 
which is the amount the issuer 
will repay on the specified 
maturity date. The rate of 
interest, or coupon rate, is paid 
on the face amount of the bond, 
usually twice a year, until 
maturity. The coupon rate is 
fixed at the time of issue, and 
depends on the credit rating of 
the issuer, the term to maturi- 
ty, and the interest rate envi- 
ronment. Bonds and deben- 
tures can be held to maturity 
or sold before maturity on the 
secondary market. The mark- 
et price of a bond depends on 
its coupon rate relative to the 
‘general level of interest rates, 
the credit rating of the issuer, 
and the remaining term to 
maturity. 

The ‘current yield’ on a bond 
is the annual interest income 
expressed as a percentage of 
its market price. The ‘yield to 
maturity’ reflects the inves- 
tor’s return in the form of 
interest income and considers 
any capital gain or loss on 
maturity, both in relation to 
the bond’s market price. 

A bond whose coupon rate is 
below the general level of 
interest rates is sold at a 
discount from its face value, 
and ‘can therefore offer a 


significant capital gain when ° 


held to maturity. A bond whose 
coupon rate is above the gener- 
al level of interest rates is sold 
at a premium over face value, 
reflecting the attractive inter- 
est rate yield relative to the 
market.

No-fault insurance is not the answer 


Lo your insurance 
remiums continue to rise 
ause You have to pick up 
the tab for the bad risk? 
Frustrating? You bet it is! You 
are a hard working, responsi- 
ble individual or corporate: 
citizen, but must continue to 
pick up the other guy's tab as 
well as your own. 

You. may have heard about 
no-fault auto insurance as a 
suggested solution to Ontario's 
price and availability insur- 
ance woes. The Canadian Inde- 
pendent Adjusters Association 
(CIAA) strongly believes no- 
fault. insurance is not the 
answer. The CIAA has an 
objective viewpoint because it 
is a national organization of 
licensed independent adjusters 
who deal directly with both the 
insurance industry and the 
public. 

The CIAA believes that with 
no-fault you will bear even 
more of the burden because 
you would have to carry the 
responsible party as well - 
everyone will get a piece of the 
action regardless of fault. How 
do you feel about the impaired 
or careless driver receiving 
the same compensation as the 


innocent victim? Ontario's citi- 
zens have always prided them- 
selves on the belief of individu- 
al responsibility and that its 
citizens should be held 
accountable for their actions. 
The CIAA certainly believes in 
this principle and is of the 
opinion that no-fault insurance 
will only increase the cost we 

must pick up for the ‘other 
guy”. 
There is evidence that no- 
fault not only involves higher 
remiums, but will provide 
ower benefits to accident 
victims. In the United States 
some states such as Pennsyl- 
vania and Nevada, which 
implemented no-fault have 

found it extremely unsuccess- 
ful and are returning to a tort 
or fault system. 


Throwing out the baby with the 
bath water? 

The CIAA believes that for 
personal injury compensation 
the present system works and 
that ary massive restructur- 
ing to accommodate no-fault is 
akin to throwing out the baby 
with the bath water. There are 
already provisions in the auto- 
mobile insurance policy which 


pay for loss of wages to all 
accident victims but what is 
needed is to bring these bene- 
fits more in line with today’s 
costs. 


Certainly adjustments 
should be made to the present 
system which would. continue 
to provide fair compensation to 
the innocent victim. However, 
just because we read about 
million dollar’awards does not 
mean the tort system is lead- 
ing us to a dizzy s pad a 
uncontrollable costs. 
these large awards ine as 

‘‘artificial’’ increases of 
considerable size to make up 
for money lost to income tax. 


The CIAA proposes revisions 
which would reduce the need 
for inflating awards to account 
for income tax losses. Restrict- 
ing interest charges on settle- 
ments is another area where 
adjustments could be made. 
The point is there is no availa- 
bility problem associated with 
automobile personal injury 
compensation and the present 
system works,

Waste Draft Report 


Returned : 


The steering committee ol 
the Waste Management Study 
met at Ivanhoe last Thursday 
to discuss a draft report that 
was based on data accumu- 
lated in the first stage of a 
three stage Master Plan 

The Master Plan will be a 
blue print for waste manage- 
ment and disposal for the next 
twenty five years and will 
encompass industrial, toxic 
and hazardous material as 
well household waste 

There was a lengthy discus- 
sion of the report, particularly 
é6ver figures concerning the 
useful life of some existing 
landfill sites. Belleville City 
Manager was particularly 
concerned over the figures 
shown for the site that the city 
uses! and commented on the 
fact that the report suggests a 
life of three years for the 
subject site and the fact that 


the city had received verbal 
reports from Ministry of Envi 
ronment officials that the lite 
expectancy is around three to 
six months 

Other committee members 
noted that they too had some 
reservations about the figures 
quoted for their particular 
municipalities and as a result, 
it was decided that each 
representative should review 
the data for their particular 
area, note the differences and 
return the draft report to the 
the consultants for revision 

This draft rene: was 
expected to be made public at 
this time but because of the 
disparities in figures, it was 
decided to withold publication 
until these problems were 
resolved 

It is expected that the Report 
will be available to the public 
sometime in January of 1987

Safe Snowmobiling 


Last winter 17 ‘people died 
and 485 were injured in a total 
of 558 snowmobile accidents 
across Ontario. Alcohol was a 
factor in approximately half 
the fatal accidents accordin 
to the Ontario Provincia 
Police 

Some snowmobilers forget 
just how vulnerable they are to 
injury beth on and off the road 
Unlike a ear or truck, the 
snowmobile offers little protec- 
tion in the event of a sudden 
stop or collision. Usually the 
driver and passenger are 
thrown off the vehicle. 

Off-road accidents occur 
when snow vehicles strike 
objects covered by snow such 
as rocks and tree stumps. Dips 
in terrain and wire fences are 
deadly to snowmobilers. Reck- 


jessness and alcohol increase 
the danger. 

Barely-frozen lakes and 
rivers are treacherous when a 
heavy snowfall covers them. A 
snowmobile that plunges 
through thin ice too often takes 
its driver and passenger with 
it 


The OPP find the most 
common violations include: 
the lack of safety equipment 
such as lights and helmets; 
failure to register the snowmo- 
bile and allowing others to 
operate it; no insurance; driv- 
ing across or alongside high- 
ways without having an opera- 
tor's licence; disobeying road 
signs; failure to share the 
roadway; careless driving and. 
impaired operation.

THE LAW 


In Ontario: 

1. It is an offence under the 
Federal Criminal Code to drive 
with a BAL of over .08° (80. 
milligrams of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of blood). This is a 
serious offence and, if 
convicted, a person will have a 
criminal record for life. 

2. Under the Highway Traffic 
Act of Ontario, a police officer 
may suspend a person's driv- 
er’s licence for 12 hours if the 
person registers .05°% (50 milli- 
grams of alcohol per 100 millil- 
itres of blood) or more on a 
breath-testing device. 

In addition, you may be 
charged with operating a 
motor vehicle while your abili- 
ty to drive is impaired. This 
charge can be laid regardless’ 
of your blood alcohol level 
(BAL). Unless you have lawful 
excuse, you can also be 
charged for refusing to provide 
a breath sample after an offic- 
er has lawfully demanded one. 

_ That's why it is important to 
follow the rule of LESS THAN 
one standard drink per hour. 


LEGAL IMPAIRMENT. 


To reach the .05% BAL, the 
average male needs only to 
consume about two standard 
drinks in the first hour of 
drinking. For the AVERAGE 
female, it will take about 1 1/2

The ‘franchise with Best 
Western enables the new hotel 
to tap into a reservation 
system of over 3,000 proper- 
ties. The hotel will serve the 
commercial travellers but will 
also be geared to family type 
customers during the 
weekends and the summer. 

The total cost of the new 
project is approximately 
$4,000,000 and initially 25 
employees will be hired. 
Construction is expected to 
begin on March 15th, with 
completion by late fall of 1987. 
Initial plans were developed by 
Bel-Con Engineering of 
Belleville. 

Williams Hotels owns and 
operates the Ramada Inn in 
Trenton which has 110 rooms 
and full food and beverage 
facilities, as well as a heated 
indoor pool. They also own and 
operate the Ramada Inn in 
Belleville, which has a full food 
and beverage operation, as 
well as recreational facilities. 
-These three hotels, with a 
total capacity of 335 rooms, 
will enable the Belleville 
Trenton communities to enter- 
tain conventions of 500 to 600 
people. 

Mr. Williams also stated that 
in the last two years, almost 
$900,000 has been spent on the 
‘Belleville Hotel in refurbishing 
125 guest rooms - the dining 

“room, cafe, lounge and lobby, 
as well as the Night Club, with 
a further $100,000 to be spent in 
1987 in the banquet area. 

The Trenton Ramada has 
had a continuing renovation 
programme, with $300,000 
aving been spent on it in the 
last two years in the banquet, 
lounge, dining room areas, as 


well as refurbishing 30 guest 
rooms in the last two years. 
A further 50 guest rooms will 
be completely refurbished this 
ear at a cost of approximately 


00,000. 

The Belleville Ramada Hotel 
received the third best hotel 
award from Ramada Interna- 
tional’in 1986, and the Trenton 
Hotel has consistently received 
four diamond awards from 
A.A.A. 


Mr. Williams also stated that 
it is the policy of the company 
to continually upgrade the 


properties so that the needs of 


the Quinte area community 
are met with the highest stan- 
dards in hotel facilities. 

Along with the continual 
upgrading of existing facili- 
ties, the policy of the company 
is to attract and keep top 
employees, of which there are 
some 200 between the two 


properties. 
These people are also 
exposed to training program- 


mes, both within the hotels, as 
well as at Ramada training 
programmes in other centres. 
r. Williams stated that the 

success of thé operations has to 
do with good facilities at a 
reasonable price, but more 
important an excellent staff 
who greet and make customers 
welcome on a daily basis. 

There are plans for the erec- 
tion of a seat banquet 
convention hall in the Bellevil- 
le Ramada Hotel. This projet 
would not take place until 1988. 
Also the addition of further 
rooms to the Belleville Rama- 
da and the Trenton Ramada 
are planned as soon as demand 
justifies them.

Higher purchase rates and a 

new financing option ae far 
by the Ontario Hydro Board of 
-Directors will encourage the 
development of new renewable 
sources of hegre generation, 
Chairman Tom Campbell said 
recently. 

Starting January 1, 1987, 
small electricity producers 
will be paid a,higher rate for 
the piste they sell Hydro.

Many stores have signs near 
the cash registers outlinin 
their policies on returns i, 
— any conditions such as 
time limits or proof of purch- 
ase requirements. Policies 
may also be printed on sales 
slips, but Allan warns shoppers 
to ask whether the rules stated 
on receipts are accurate. | 

A number of consumers 


‘recently complained. to the 


ministry that store owners 
refused to honor the policies 
printed on their receipts. The 
merchants involved claim the 
sales slips were preprinted 
when they bought them and do 
not reflect the stores’ own 
practices 

“Sure these people could 
probably head to small claims - 
court.with a good case for 
misleading sales practices, but 
few will bother,” Allan says. 
“If you ask questions about 
taking back merchandise 
before buying, jot down the 
basics, on the back of your 
receipt and have the sales 
clerk initial it, you should be 
fairly safe, assuming you're 
dealing with a reputable shop 
in the first place.” 

Consumers who feel they 
have been unfairly treated by a 
company should contact the 
nearest Consumer Services 
Bureau of MCCR.

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Possible danger using ceiling fans 


The Canadian Standards 
Association (CSA) and Regu- 
latory Authorities have 
become aware of a hazard 
which may develop over a 
period of time with some 
ceiling-mounted fans and have 
iss a warning to the public 
of the possible danger 

Several. ifcidents have 
occurred over the past few 
months in which the motor and 
blades of ceiling fans have’ 
worked loose and fallen to the 
floor, with the accompany 
risk of damage and persona 
injury 

Investigation of these inct- 
dents revealed that improper 
installation and selentibty. has 
led to excessive vibration and 


wear “on the supporting 
mechanisms. Modifications to 
the CSA standard on ceiling- 
mounted fans have been prop. 
osed in order to significantly 
reduce occurrence of the 
hazard. which can be elimi- 
nated by regular inspection 
and maintenance. 

For existing ceiling fan 
installations, owners, or those 
responsible for the operation of 
the fans, should inspect the 
installations for signs of vibra- 
tion or wear in the supporting 
mechanism 

Here's what to do:. 

Operate the fan at its 
highest speed and check for 
visible vibration; 

With the power turned off,

critters. «~ 

The short-tailed. and long- 
tailed weasels - both very 
similar in appearance - may 
reach the len of a man's 
forearm and. hand (although 
females are only about half 
that size). They're residents of 
brushy, wooded areas - most 
commonly those near the 
water's edge. 


The best time to watch for 
weasels is after a fresh snow- 
fall, in early winter. Those 
sunny still mornings that 
fellow a long (even if light) 
snowfall are ideal, for several 
reasons. First, the weasels are 
hungry and restless, having 
been ‘cooped up’ by bad weath- 
er for several days. 

Secondly, the soft snow 

rovides an excellent medium 
or recording the weasel 
tracks, which are all but invisi- 
ble at other times of the year. 
Weasels generally twin-print 
as they travel - they place their 
hind feet into the print of the 
forefoot. Trails often zig-zag 
and may disappear or reap- 

ar abruptly as the creature 
forages beneath the snow. 

Thirdly, weasels are still in 
throws of color change. True 
weasels apparently have two 
sets of hair follicles - one 
brown and one white which 
come into play in summer and 
winter respectively. Indeed, 
these provide the camouflage 
which makes the weasels all 
but invisible. Triggered by 
shortening days and plumet-
